The Evangel stands for the 
full pentecostal experiences. It 
does not intend to give up one, 
or lower the standard on any 
line. There is no paper like it 
in all the world. Itis all the one 
that stands uncompromisingly 
for the Ohurch of God, and the 
Ohurch of God is the only organi- 
zation that stands for the entire 
Word of God. 

While our experiences are still 
fresh and sweet, yet they may 


-not continue so if we should fail 


to emphasize the tongues. 


Speaking in other tongues as 
the Spirit gives the utterance is 


an experience too valuable and 
sweet to become neglectful of it 
and count it as a lower order 
that is not needed. 

It is our purpose to emphasize 
the tongues, not as a matter of 
salvation, but as an evidence of 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost. 
The disciples had a good case of 
salvation before they were over- 
powered with the Holy Ghost 
and talked in tongues. Before 
Jesus was crucified He spoke of 
them as being so far along in ex- 
perience that they were not of 
the world, and prayed that they 
might be kept from the evil, as 
if they had been already saved 
from it, and now they were to be 
kept. 

In His prayer He told the Fa- 
ther that‘‘they are thine.” Then 
He swings around and shows that 
they are not lost, ‘‘and none of 
them is lost’”’ says Jesus ‘‘but the 
son of perdition.’’ So if they 
are not lost they are saved, and 
yet at that time they had not 
talked in other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 

During their walk with Jesus 
in this saved condition there are 
of some divisions 
among them. They disputed 
about who should be the greatest 
in the kingdom. Jesus discover- 
ed this principle in them and 
gave them some necessary in- 
structions as shown at Mark 
9 :33—87. Where there are dis- 
putings and divisions it is indi- 
cation of the carnal nature ex- 
isting somewhere close about 
according to Paul. ‘‘For ye are 
yet carnal: for whereas there is 
among you envying, and strife, 
and divisions, are ye not carnal, 
and walk as men? For while 
one saith, I amof Paul; another, 
1 am of Apollos; are ye not 
carnal? (1 Cor. 8,4.) 

But these disciples had an ex- 
perience above division and dis- 
putings before they received 
the Holy Ghost and talked in 
tongues.

and love go together. One of 
the most evident signs of spiritual 
power is the love of the Spirit 
manifested in all our words and 
acts and ways. 


Only the power of the Spirit 
of God can empower us_ for 
declaring the councils of God. 
The intellect and all man’s 
natural powers are of no service 
to God unless they be made 
channels for the operation of His 
power through the Spirit. ‘‘But 
truly lam full of power by the 
Spirit of the Lord, and of judg- 
nent and of might, to declare 
unto Jacob his’ transgression 
and to Israel his sin.’? Micah 
8,8. You cannot teach or train 
the power of God into the hearts 
and lives of men, but it is given 
by the Spirit of God who comes 
into the fully surrendered and 
obedient child of God. 


The power of God operates 
through human instruments, as 
in the case of the man healed by 
Peter and John at the Beautiful 
gate of the temple. Acts 3:12, 
Peter said, ‘‘Why look ye so 
earnestly on us, as though by our 
own power or holiness we had 
made this man to walk?’’ But 
while it was the power of God 
that made the man to walk, it 
was through God’s servants, 
Peter and John, that the miracle 
was brought about. 


Let us remember that God’s 
power to heal the sick and to 
work signs and wonders is as 
great as ever, and that God is as 
willing, too, as ever to manifest 
His power, but he must have 
human channels or agents that 
can be used to bring His power 
to the sick and needy today as in 
olden times. Supply this human 
link between God’s power and 
the need of men today, and heal- 
ing, signs and wonders will be as 
common as they were in the 
days of the apostles.
